Bubnov is left with the in- 
adequate sum of 30750 rubles 
a month for clothing, furniture 
and other household items, \ His 
wife sews her own clothes and 
does the family laundry. He 
manages to pick up an addi- 
tional 200 rubles monthly... by 
doing odd jobs evenings and 
Sundays which, he says, en- 
ables him to keep his room and 
family in respectable condition. 
Bubnov's great hope is for next 
year, when he finishes a night 
course in automobile mechanics, 
which he thinks will entitle him 
to 2,000 rubles a month. And az 
his children reach school age, 
his wife will be able to go back 
to work and earn some 800 
rubles herself. Life, be thinks, 
will be pretty rosy then. 

Social Groups 
The large disparities of in- 


come and the special privileges 


that have existed at one time 
Or another since the revolution 
have resulted in the formation 
of social groupings of varying 
interests and somewhat clan- 
nish outlook. It is premature to 
spenk of classes, which take 
generations to form. But the 
present process, if unchecked, 
will cause the eventual strati- 
fication....of.. Soviet. society. At 
the moment there still is great 
social fluidity, since peasant 
sons may easily become gen- 
erals, and workers turn into 
engineers and = Gg ex- 
ecutives. But the superficial 
makings of the following social 
strata, definable by occupation 
and income, already exist: 
1. The highest Party and 
State officials belong to 
what may be called the “Krem- 
lin Club.” Probably not more 
than a few hundred families 
are eligible for membership in 
this fairly closed circle. It com- 
prises Cabinet Ministers and 
members .of the Central Com- 
mittee, the highest ranking gen- 
erals and marshals and the 
leading regional and republic 
chiefs. Members of this circle 
are seldom seen in public on 
other than solemn and cere-

The few ruble millionaires in 
the Soviet Union may be found 
in the second category. They 
are usually writers like the late 
Alexei Tolstoi or the living 
Konstantin Simonov, whose 
wealth wes accumulated from 
the sale of hundreds of thous- 
ands of copies of their books. 
while their plays and films wedge 
produced in hundreds of the- 
atres, all of which paid sub- 
stantial royalties. A successtul 
playwright can easily earn one 
million rubles a year, on which 
he pays a maximum rate of 
13%. By contrast, the highest 
paid scientist, the president of 
the Academy of ‘Sciences, re- 
ceives a monthly. salary of 
25.000 rubles, and probably that 
much more as supplementary 
income.
